NAVAL DEFOT AT BRUNEWICE, GEORGIA.

The Senate of the United States has passed
& bill sppropriating $300,000 for the construe-
of & Naval Depot 2t Bruswick, Ga. Bruns.
wick is one of the best, if not the very best, har-
bor on the Southern ccast, and it is most re-
markabls that @ Naval Depot has not before
this been consiructed either here or at one of
the other excellest harbors South of Norfo'k
on the Atiantic coast. During the winter sea-
son the Northern barbors are [requently blocked
up by ice, not admitting the passage of a war
vessel. The States of South Carolina, Geor-
giz and Florida abound with the finest of tim-
ber for naval ennstruction, contiguous to either
of the three harbora of Beaufort, North Car-
olina, Port Royal, South Carclina, and Bruns-
wick, Ga., allof which herve ample depth and
capacity for vessels of war.

Economy then, a8 well ss other interests,
would seem to demand that & first clase Naval
Depot should be established at one of these
points. The timber for construcling vesssls is
very often shipped from Savannab to the North,
thusindicating an unwarrantable partiality by
the Government for concentrating power and
patronage in the Noribiern States, when inter-
est and policy would clearly indicate a distri-
bution of its favors.

There was some conlest in the Senate be-
tween Senztor Brries, of South Carolina, and
Senator Iverson, of Georgia, relative to the
superiority of the barbors of Port Royal and
Brunswick, Senator B. contending that the for-
mer has a greater depth in its passes.

Grest Conflagration—Twelve Thousand Bales
Cotton Burned.
| LOSS OVER WALF A MTLLION OF DOLLARS|

The Mobile Adeertiser, of the 1Uth instant,
slates:

Yesterday afternoon, at about half past three
o'clock the bell sounded {he alarm fire, and
shortly smoke and flame were found to proceed
frow the Montgomery warehouse, which was
closely packed with cotton, and, fanned by
a sharp north wind, the fire spread with very

reat rapulity, defyirg all the eiforts of our

remen to arrest i, Nor did it pause with the
destruction of this warehouse and its precious
contents, the Hunt wareliouse, next south, socn
fell is power, and Jike its predecessor, was
wrapped in flawes; and then Lhe Planters'
warehouse el a viciim tothe raging elemant,
which paused not in the work of destruction
until the entire square, wilh its nearly one
| million of property, was coussumed. The great-
esl attention and constant effort were required
to stay the fire even bere, und more than once
warehouses on the northwest and south, theugh
separatad from the burning sguaie by streets,
were caught or serionsiy threatened.
| This is the most serious disastor of the sort
that has fallen upon oar city for years, and it
will be seriosaly felt, not only here but in the
nterior, though the colton destroyed was doubt-
less, chiefly insured. The spectacle, thowgh
brilliant and imposing, was anything but in-
spiring, aud the progress of the devouring ele-
| ment was observed with universal sorrow—the
| more that the efforts to arrest it were so furtile
of results.

It is believed that these warshouses were all
well filled, and that not more than four or five
hundred bales were saved from them all—go
that 12,000 bales is a very moderale estimate
of the loss. This, at $61 25 per bale—about
the pressnt value of cotton—would amount to
some $735000 logs—besides the value of the
warehouses themselves, which, however, is
comparatively inconsiderable. The Montgom-
ery and Hant’s warehouses were atltached to
the Shippers® Press, owned by Measra. Cluis &
Magne—the other belonging to the Planters’
Press. The amount of insurance on the pro-
perty we were unable to ascertain,

Supply of Cotton in Eungland.
TRIAL OF VERGES, THE ASSASSIN.

Extraordinary Sceme—Arrests and Excitement
“in Paris.

ENGLAND—INTERRSTING COMMERCIAL REPORT—

A SHORTSUPPLY OF OUTTON ANTICPATED, ETC.

Commercial Asseciation, James Aspinwall Tur-
per presided, and a large number of members
were ptue':!(;h: The ‘;nl:unl rwt“_m\vu very
le 5 Te to een subjects ;

lantic telegraph. The chairman, in addr
the meeting, reviewed some of the main fea-
tures contained in thereport, and congratulated
the commercial world that since the close of
the war our ex had increased by £20,000,-
000, amounting this year to £115,000,000, thus
showing thelr commercial and mnuuc'uri_:g
rosperity ; but there was one cloud whi
darkened it, and to which he regretted having
Lo refer,

He alluded to the probable distress which was
likely to be feit, and before long, too, in this
community and the manufacturing oistricls,
from the inadequate supply of the raw material
which afforded employment to a vast number of
the inhabitants of that distriet. [Hear, hear.]
From 1547 to 13536 the imports of cotton from
the United States into England had doubled.
In 1847 the imports were 1, 234,000 bales, and
in 1856 2 467,000 bales ; but in the face of this,
such was the progressof British manufactures
and the extension of their cotton trade, that
whereas at the end of 1846 the stock on hand at
Liverpool was 450 000 bales, or twanty weeks'
consumplion—iu len years afterwards, that was
in 1856, with an import of 2,467,000 bales, they
ended the year with a stock on hand at Liver-
pool of only 332,000 bales, or eight weeks' con-
somption. [Hear, hear.]

The estimated crop from America this year
was only 3,000,000, and at the present rate of
consumption we could not, with that estimate,
have anything to spare in hand at the end of
the year, for at the present the United States
and the continent were using as much cotton as
Great Britain heraelf. This, then, was a seri-
ous question. [Hear, hear.] How were they
here to provide for the contingency to which
he had alluded? The manufacturer here had
been in the habit of putting himself into a rail-
way train, going down to Live 1 and tellin
his broker to buy him so much cotton ; buti
this state of affairs to which we have alluded
ahould be realized, what was to be done?
